But the characteristic 
phenomena 


which make eclipses 6.0 important are 
nexer exhibited when the phase of the 
eclipse is no more than a paitial one 
Complete extinction of the sun is nec- 
essaix 01 in other words it is neces- 
sary foi the observer to take up such a 
position that the shadow of the moon 
shall pass over him as that shadow 
sweeps over the earth 
It is with the 


obieet of getting into the track of the 
shadow that astionomers are now pre- 
paring for visit e ther to Canada or to 
Spain or to Tunis or to Egypt for the 
line passes through these other coun- 
tries as well as through Spain 
The 


width of the shadow tiack is approxi- 
mately 100 miles but tow&rd each end 
of the track the duration of the total- 
ity diminishes so that to see the eclipse 
under the most favorable conditions a 
position should be taken as near as 
possible to the central line
